DeKalb Representative P

Representative Paul L. Lindsay, of 
DeKalb county, for years a political

You controlled the 
senate, and you and Rivers controlled 
the house. Your budget bill sent to 
the house aggregated. $9,375,000 for 
1936 and $9,304,000 for 1937. The es- 
timated revenue of the state for 1936 
and 1937 was.from $9,600, min- 
imum to $10,500,000 maximum, based 
on a 4-mill tax levy. The actual needs 
of the state for these years to insure 
a seven-month school term and ade- 
quate maintenance of the insane 
asylum was $10,500,000 per year. 

Tax Reduction. 

“You had promised to further re- 
duce the ad valorem taxes. You could 
not do so if we made adequate pro- 
visions for the schools and for the 
tuberculosis and insane hospitals.

nstitution Proviso. 

“This oath is prescribed in Para- 
graph X of Arti V of the consti- 
tution. The constitution which you 
so solemnly swore and ‘promised’ to 
preserve, protect and defend provides 
- Paragraph xxiii, Article I ag fol- 
ows: 

““*The legislative, judicial and. ex- 
ecutive powers ll forever remain 
separate and distinct, and no person 
discharging the duties of one shall at 
the same time exercise the functions 
of either of the others, except as 
herein provided.’ 

“Paragraph X of ‘Section VII of 
Article III of the constitution 
vides as follows: | 

“*All bills for raising reverue or 
appropriating money shall originate 
in the house of representatives, but 
the senate may propose or concur in 
amendments as in other bills.’ 

“Now, where in the constitution do 
you find authority to take over the 
functions of the geenral assembly and 
‘promulgate’ an appropriation bill? 

“Are you keeping your promise sup- 
ported by your solemn oath to pre 
serve, protect and defend the constitu- 
tion when you, the executive, under- 
take to perform the legislative func 
tion by “promulgating’ a revenue or 
appropriation bill? 

“You maintain that you have that 
right. JI maintain that you do not 
have that right. 

“The constitution says you ‘may’ 
call an extra session of the general as- 
sembly. It does not say that you 
‘must’ call an extra session. But 
the constitution does say that you, 
as chief executive, shall not function 
as a legislative branch of government. 


“Much confusion is being caused 
by your undertaking to operate the 
state without an appropriation Dill. 
You have discharged two faithful of- 
ficers, elected by the people because 
they did not consider legal your draft 
on state funds for the use of the board 
of control in supporting the eleemosy- 
nary institutions.

His hand flashed back afid forth with 
the rapidity of a snake’s head, it 
was said, and Benson, silently slipped 
to the ground. 

} No Explanation Forthcoming. 

Late last night, no. explanation for 
the attack was forthcoming from the 
penitentiary. E. F. Conroy, special 
agent in charge of the Department of 
Justice Bureau of Investigation, rush- 
ed to the penitentiary with Assistant 
District Attorney M. Neil Andrews 
and Ike Hay and Stenographer Isa- 
dore Leff. Their investigation was 
in progress until last night. Nothing 
has been learned of what the investi- 
gation developed. 

Warden Aderholt last night eaid 
he was confident that the stabbing 
was not the result of a feud among 
Kentucky counterfeiters that found 
its climax within the walls of the 
penitentiary. “We are certain these 
men had not met before they came 
to Atlanta,” Aderholt said. 

The outbreak of stabbings at the 
penitentiary began last September 30, 
when Flanagan, one of a line of pris- 
oners in marching formation, stepped 
suddenly out of line and sunk a pock- 
et-knife to its hilt between the ribs of 
Russell Smith, another prisoner. 
Smith, gripping his side, ran to the 
prison Soanital where he died ten 
days later. A jury acquitted Flana- 
gan last Saturday, with a verdict that 
implied justifiable homicide. 

Then on November 14, Ralph Sul- 
livan, a convict, stabbed Sherman H. 
Fletcher, a cellmate, with a knife 
fashioned from a razor blade. Sulli- 
van pleaded guilty to the attack and 
Fletcher recovered from his wounds.

Are Unnecessary; Urges 
. Merger of Governments. ; 


Mayor Key yesterday rapped the 
Atlanta school department for waste 
and extravagence as he urged At- 
lanta Rotarians to support the pro- 
posed merger of various overlapping 
Atlanta and Fulton county govern- 
mental functions. ! 

The mayor was the principal speak- 
er at the weekly luncheon meeting of 
the club, which was ptesided over 
by Ralph Parish, president. Willigm 
D. Hoffmann. chairman of the civic 
committee, was in charge of the pro- 
gram. 

Stating that Atlanta schools have 
13 grades while the Fulton . county 
system has 11 and, he said, “does just 
as good work,” the mayor struck at 
many city school activities as being 
“unnecessary.” Among the depart- 
ments drawing his fire were the test- 
ing and guidance, the sight activities, 
and psychiatric. ; 

He also hit pepotism, charging the 
practice is responsible for developing 
an expensive system. 

The mayor referred to the John K. 
Ottley kidnaping as being conclusive 
proof that the city and county police 
departments should be merged. He 
pointed. out. that both now use the 
same radio broadcasting system, and 
that Atlanta’s department co-operates 
in suppression of crime all over the 
county.

Violence Predicted. 

An outbreak of violence among 
prisoners was freely predicted last 
week when some persons predicted 
that the jury’s verdict would be not 
guilty in the Flanagan trial. With 
the fruition of these predictions yes- 
terday, however, federal officials re- 
fused to comment on the jury verdict. 

Jurymen decided to free Flanagan, 
it was said, because no competent 
witness was offered by either side, 
and his story of self-defense and the 
charge that he had been the victim 
of terrorism was never disproved by 
prosecuting attorneys. 

The same diffiaulty of probing into 
the reasons for yesterday’s stabbing 
confronts investigators. Prisoners, 
governed more rigidly by their own 
codes than they are by prison regula- 
tions, refuse to talk and this blank 
wall of silence that made the Smith 
slaying a hopeless mystery will un- 
doubtedly find a baffling counterpart 
in the Benson stabbing. 

Details Hard to Get. 

Prisoners, afraid of the vengeance 
that their fellow prisoners deal -either 
inside of jails or outside, years aft- 
erward to anyone who “squeals,” re- 
gardiess of justification, have little 
to say. Those from whom some few 
facts may be slowly dragged as 
though with forceps, give only the 
barest details and often this is elicited 
through a desire for vengeance or a 
hope for reward and these storiés 
very often ave-changed two or three 
times before the case can be brought 
to trial. 

Although prison physicians yester- 
day said that Benson had a “50-50” 
chance to live, they emphasized that 
knife wounds are dangerous problems 
for surgical speculation. Very often 
it is three or four days before any 
safe speculation can be offered as the 
fatal symptoms are slow to develop. 

In the case of Smith, stabbed by 
Flanagan, prison doctors had believed 
he was recovering when he took a turn 
for the worse about nine days later 
and was dead within 24 hours. The 
danger in knife wounds is from the 
internal organs that are punctured and 
slowly collapse.

Beside him sat Dr. B. L. Corbett, 
secretary of the Milwaukee Safety 
Commission, and mayors of the other 
five honored cities to receive in per- 
son the plagues attesting their accom- 
plishments.. The meeting was impreg- 
nated with the spirit of the war on 
traffic deaths which swept the coun- 
try last winter.

WASHINGTON, March aba gs a 
Previous activities of the Sugar In- 
stitute, Inc., were ordered curtailed 
sharply by the supreme court today in 
an anti-trust law decision of major 
importance to the nation’s 2000 trade 
associations. : 

The high tribunal] reled unanimously 
that the organization of sugar refin- 
ers had acted “im unreasonable re- 
straint” of competition in steps in- 
terpreted as compelling “adherence to 
prices.” 

Government lawyets, who dad won 
in Jower courts an order enjoining the 
institute from continuing 45 co-opera- 
tive practices, hailed the decision as a 
“sweeping victory.” 

The administration also won an- 
other battle—this one of a tactical 
nature—when the court rejected an 
appeal for review of a case intended 
to test constitutionality of the utility 
holding company act. 

7. Court’s Decision. ; 

With one word—“Deniéd”—the tri- 
bunal in effect —— the govern- 
ment’s contention that validity of thé 
controverted law was not involved in 
the attempt of Burco, Inc., of Balti- 
more, to force the American States 
Public Service Company to register 
under the act with the securities com- 
mission. 

(The fourth circuit court of appeals 
at Charlotte, N. C., had held that 
American States was engaged in pure- 
ly intrastate commerce, and therefore 
was exempt from federal 4 ory ne 
and did not have to register.

TOO HIGH A PRICE 

No phase of the chaotic condi- 
tions resulting from the refusal of 
the Governor to call the general as- 
sembly in’ special session for the 
enactment of an appropriation bill 
is more harmful to the credit of 
the state than the situation arising 
out of the nonpayment of highway 
certificates, overdue since March 25, 
which have been bought in good 
faith by investors, both in and out 
of Georgia. 

The general assembly specifically 
jordered that these certificates be 
paid on March 25, and made pro- 
vision for the money with which 
to pay .them. 

This money is now in the state 
treasury, but the state has refused 
to honor these certificates on the 
direct order of the Governor. As 
a result, a resident of Georgia, an 
innocent investor trusting in the 
good faith of Georgia, has had to 
go to the courts in the effort to 
force payment on the certificates 
of five different countiés which she 
now holds. 

Thus Georgia is put in the atti- 
tude of defaulting on a solemn ob- 
ligation—an obligation not only 
backed by the good name of the 
State, but by the specific action o 
the general assembly. ; 

It is something new for Georgia 
to deliberately default on its just 
debts—and the situation is made 
worse by the fact that the default 
comes as the result of the specific 
order of the Governor. 

For years, the securities of no 


State have ranked higher than those | 


of Georgia. The counties have 
shared these benefits, which will be 
lost if the state government de- 
faults its obligations. 

The people can be depended upon 
to bring order out of the chaos the 
Governor has precipitated, but it 
will take years to restore the credit 
of the state to its former standard 
once it has been lowered. 

Certainly the default of just ob- 
ligations is a high price to be paid 
for dictatorship. 


PERNICIOUS MEDDLING 

In a recent address before the 
Atlanta Masonic Club, 
John L. Cone emphasizes an evil 
that has been largely responsible 
for the inefficiency of police ad- 
ministration, and the handicapping 
ot the courts, in Atlanta for many 
years. 


Judge Cone courageously takes 


the position that “if you cut the. 


throat of 90 per cent of the people 
affiliated with some group or other, 


who think that their group connec- | 


tions gives them the privilege of 
exercising pressure and power in 
the police court, the disregard for 
traffic laws and regulations would 
be practically eliminated.” 


There have been no greater of- 
fenders in this respect than the 
members of council who, instead 
of realizing their responsibility of 
backing up the enforcement of. the 
laws they have written, all too often 
spend much of their time trying to 
influence the police and the courts 
to “go easy” on those who vio- 
lated city ordinances. 

No two departments of the city 
government should be as free from 
outside interference or influence as 
the police department and the re- 
corders’ courts. If they are to func- 
tion efficiently and impattially they 
must operate without outside pres- 
sure of any kind.

HITTING THE CONSUMER 

As is so often the case with legis- 
lation which. would benefit only a 
small part of the public, the meas- 
ures now pending in congress under 
which manufacturers would be 
forced to sell their products at the 
same price to both large and small 
customers, would inevitably result 
in increased costs to the con- 
sumer. 

Under normal and unrestricted 
trade conditions the purchasers of 
large quantities of merchandise, 
whatever its nature, generally re- 
ceive, and are entitled to, a some- 
what lower rate than is charged for 
the same merchandise when sold in 
small amounts. 

There is sound reasons for such 
concessions to the large buyer. The 
sales cost to the manufacturer is re- 
duced, the large orders are gen- 
erally placed at a time that will en- 
able him to continue under full op- 
eration in the off-seasons when oth- 
erwise his business would fall off, 
and there are other basic reasons 
permitting him to sell to his large 
customers at a lower rate than to 
those who make small purchases, 
generally at the peak of his selling 
season. ae 

Invariably these savings effected 
by the big buyers are passed on to 
the public so that, should the man- 
ufacturer be prohibited by law from 
adjusting his charge in line with 
the advantage to him of disposing 
of his product in carload lots, the 
public will pay the bill. 

It is estimated that the proposed 
measure would in this way add 
$750,000,000 annually to the re- 
tail cost of merchandise of every 
kind, with the customers of the 
country shouldering the load. 

It is charged that the bill is de- 
vised for the specific purpose of 
helping the small business con- 
cerns, but certainly three-quarters 
of a million addition to the cost of 
living to the customers of the coun- 
try is an unreasonable price to be 
paid for this purpose. 

In a statement, appearing else- 
where in this issue, H. C. Naylor, 
president of Lane Drug Stores, 
analyzes the Robinson-Patman bill 
and the effect it will have on re- 
tail prices. It is a convincing pres- 
entation.

Goodby Ethiopia! 

KHARTU , Egypt.—Battles are 
being tought fi Lipucinds 60 which 
the world hears nothing. That open 
towns and villages are being subject- 
ed to airial bombardments every day 
and that Italy is employing poison 
gas and liquid fire in ever larger 
measures is perfectly unknown here 
in Khartum, where the great news- 
papers of France, England and north- 
ern Egypt nevertheless arrive regu- 
larly. I take it, therefore, that the 
world on the whole is‘in ignorance 
of these facts.‘ After a careful com- 
putation and comparison of published 
figures, personal observation, oral re- 
ports and estimates by several for- 
eign observers, both inside and outside 
of Ethiopia, I believe I am safe in put- 
ting the figure of human beings who 
have lost their lives since this war be- 
gan in the neighborhood of 75,000. Of 
these, fully 50,000 are Ethiopians, both 
warriors and civilians. The death rate 
amongst civilians, especially women 
and children, has been particularly 
heavy since February.’

The Upshot of the First 


Year’s Campaign. 


- Now that the first year’s campaign 
is drawing to a close and only minor 
skirmishes can be expected on the 
northern front from now till June, 
when the “little rains”. which are 
coming down at present change to 
that antediluvian torrential downpour, 
it must be admitted that, compared 
with other colonial wars which I wit- 
nessed such as Abd-el Krim’s revolt 
in Africa and the Druse rebellion in 
Syria, Italy's whole performance is far 
from impressive. Nothing is settled 
definitely, except that the Italian army 
is superior to the forces of the Negus 
in open combat, but that was known 
before the war started. The light- 
ning-like advance upon Adowa in No- 
vember last year has never again been 
repeated. In order to gain that 
“moral victory,” legions of workmen 
had constructed a road along the 
flanks of the mountains. This “tour 
de force” was the easiest task the 
labor corps has performed. In the 
measure that the advance developed 
toward the south,@the Italian army 
faced a mountainous chaos, ever more 
difficult to negotiate. 
. ” 


Roads Are Vanishing. 


The Italian roads between Adowa 
and Makkale are not bearing up even 
under the little rains which are now 
coming down. These highways are 
strewn with wrecks of trucks and 
motor cars, ambulances, oil tankers 
and whippet tanks. I am most re- 
liably informed that there is little 
left of the first 5,000 army trucks 
with which Italy began the war. The 
advance of the Italian army as far 
as Amda Alagi has been accompa- 
nied with immense difficulties. What 
has been done so far is a super-hu- 
man effort. One hundred and fifty 
kilometers on the road toward Addis 
Ababa have been covered. Five hun- 
dred and seventy-five kilometers re- 
main to be done. . 


Rain Coming Down. 


As I left Ethiopia it poured on the 
average four hours a day. But the 
brooks and streamlets are swelling. 
Roads are even now becoming imprac- 
ticable. Some rivers can no longer 
be forded. The Taccatze and Mareb 
rivers will be furiously spuming cat- 
aracts at the end of March. Will 
the heavy material of thé Italians 
in Tembien and Tigre be evacuated 
to the rear or be left to sink and 
rust? At present Marshal Badoglio 
is running supplieS’ to the most ad- 
vanced sections of his army by air- 
plane. This shows that the roads 
are already beyond hope. But the 
aviation cannot operate in the dense 
rain and fog that are due in a month. 
Thick clouds overhung the mountains 
as we made our way out—o so care- 
fully—to the Sudanse border. It was 
the clearest spell we had had for 10 


days.

Heavy Burden. 


If peace does not intervene, the 
burden of the next six months will 
be the heaviest one Mussolini has had 
to shoulder. His army, which will 
the great war cost Italy per day. It 
be standing still. will cost more than 
comes to 30 million lire per day. lI 
am not a military expert, although lL 
have. had plenty of war in my day, 
yet I venture an opinion. Musso- 
lini’s army is too big. It lacks some- 
thing that is obvious even to the lay- 
man, it lacks experts in colonial war- 
fare and specially trained troops for 
the tropics. Events in Abyssinia 
bring to mind what took place in 
Holland in the sixteenth century. The 
Duke of Alva, the conqueror of Moors 
and Frenchmen, was sent by Philip 
II to crush the feeble and penniless 
republic of the Netherlands. “It will 
be an easy task,” said Alva, “I who 
smashed nations of iron, will soon 
have this people of butter under my 
knee.” But the people of butter slip- 
ped through the iron duke’s fists and 
was victorious in the end over the 
world-empire of Spain. Mussolini is 
trying to catch mice with a hammer 
in Ethiopia.

HEALTH TALKS 


NICOTIN POISONING. 
Pure nicotin is a colorless liquid 
with a disagreeable penetrating odor 
and a burning, caustic taste. On ex- 
posure to air it gradually turns brown. 
It appears to be a medical tradition 
that a very minute dose of pure nic- 
otin (nicotine is old-fashioned spell- 
ing) is lethal. Witthaus stated in his 
1902 textbook of chemistry that two 
or three drops would cause death. If 
that dose is administered to a dog 
death ensues in from one to five min- 


utes. 

In cases of poisoning from tobacco 
itself death is slower, perhaps follow- 
ing some hours of extreme weakness, 
insensibility and feeble respization oF 
irregular breathing of the type known 
as Cheyne-Stokes. : 

A three-year-old child playing about 
the house found a bottle of nicotin 
intended for use as an insecticide on 
plants. He drank part of the brown 
liquid, was taken to a hospital less 
than a block away, and died there a 
few minutes later. 

Symptoms of nicotin or _tobacco 
poisoning, where there is time for 
symptoms to become manifest, are 
giddiness, depression, nausea, vomit- 
ing, muscular tremors, feeble, rapid, 
irregular pulse, shallow breathing, 
coldness of skin, pallor, clammy per 
spiration, dilated pupils, sometimes 
convulsions. as ae 

Recent. study of nicotin poisoning 
by Drs. F. B. Franke and J. E. Thom- 
as, of St. Louis, indicated that the 
most effective treatment for nicotin 
poisoning is artificial respiration, if 
this is started before circulation fails 
and kept up uninterruptedly till mus- 
cular paralysis has disappeared ; and 
injection of epinephrin (adrenalin) 
into the heart wall. fe ee 

Several. cases of nicotin poisening, 
tobacco poisoning, have been re ed, 
due to the popular notion that tobacco 
is a good medicine for one ane 
another. Thus children have been 
given enemas containing a decoction 
of tobacco and poisoned. A woman 
suffered a cut on the leg, applied a 
tobacco leaf poultice, and suffered 

isoning. :

good emergency stimulants are hot 
strong coffee, aromatic spirits of am- 
monia, and external application of 


heat. 


stimulant to a person so weak and 
faint, have the cup only half full, and 
support the patient’s head with one 
hand while you put the cup to his 
lips with the other.

If the patient is un- 
conscious, feed only a spoonful and 
wait to see whether this is swallowed 
before giving more.

to $1,000,000,000 bill. 

The two Georgia senators appeared 
before the committee to urge that 
$330,000 be made available for con- 
struction of levees and drainage of 
the protected areas on the Coosa river 
at Rome and $22,000,000 for flood pro- 
tection, navigation and power on the 
Clark Hill project on the Savannah 
river north of Augusta. ~ 

Say Project Justified. 

Senators George and Russell point- 
ed out to the committee, which is 
drafting an omnibus flood control 
measure similar to the Wilson bill al- 
ready passed by the house authoriz- 
ing construction of certain public 
works on rivers and harbors for flood 
control, that army engineers had ren- 
dered a report on the proposed Coosa 
river development which “justified an 
expenditure of $330,000 for levees and 
adequate drainage facilities.” 

The Clark-Hill project, which is on 
the Georgia-South Carolina line, was 
recently recommended as a _ worth- 
while undertaking by a special board 
of experts. 

The prospect of a prolonged bartle 
over flood legislation was heightened 
by a warning from Senator Robin- 
son, of Arkansas, majority leader, 
that he would oppose it as now writ- 
ten because it discriminated in favor 
of eastern states. 

Later he told reporters army engi- 
neers would submit another report to 
the commerce committee “greatly lib- 
eralizing’ their original recommenda- 
tions for projects, particularly in’ Ar- 
kansas. He has asked the committee 
to restore the $300,000,000 bill to its 
$750.000,000 size as passed by the 
house last session. Then it contained 
many projects for the Mississippi 
valley. 

Other flood .control 
during the day included: 
Right of Way Approved. 

The house rules committee approved 
a rule giving right of way to a meas- 
ure which would authorize the Recon- 
struction Corporation to make loans 
totaling $25,000,000 for rehabilitation 
and reconstruction in flood areas on 
security “to reasonably assure repay- 
ment” instead of “upon sufficient se- 

curity” as at present. 

The Tennessee Valley Authority 
asked congress for authority to con- 
struct six additional dams costing 
$144,500,000 to aid in controlling 
floods on the lower Mississippi river. 

The TVA report said power devel- 
opment would only be incidental to 
flood control and navigation purposes 
In its TVA decision the supreme court 
said it could sell surplus power gen- 
erated at dams that were constructed 
for national defense, or. navigation 
purposes.

“At the point where the wreck oe- 
curred, the bus driver had opportu- 
nity to see quite a ways up and down 
the track—about 200 yards, I would 
say,” Mayor Aultman said. 

“Quite a few people have been in 
town today investigating.

may be necessary, prescribe their du- 
ties and responsibilities, and, without 
regard to the classification act of 
1934, as amended, to fix the compen- 
sation of any officets and employes 60 
appointed.

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The Primrose Path is Easy to Take and Make. 


By FLORENCE La GANKE, 


“This primrose path looks like an 
easy one on which to slide down, 
doesn’t it Nancy?” “It does at that. 
I had thought of reversing the blocks 
so that you might climb up again, but 
it made the top too complicated, so 
I fear you do nothing but go down 
and down on this pattern. But after 
you have made it, your reputation as 
a quilt maker will go up and up, 
because it is an especially pretty one. 
I think I would put the blocks together 
with two-inch strips.. If you want 
to do so you can use another color 
for the smal) triangle that ends the 
strip in the pieced blocks, This will 
give a square of a different color, 
when blocks are set together. It might 
be the same blue or yellow or green 
or pink that you have used for the 
large and smaller colored triangles.’ 

The members clipped the picture and 
directions from today’s paper. They 
sent for the direction leaflet and that 
gave them the patterns for tracing the 
various pieces. They chose white for 
the long strip, the squares and some 
of the triangles. Then they selected 
a soft-colored print in fast colors, of 
course, for the remainder of the quilt 
top. Note that only half the length 
of the long strip is given. The folded 
lines indicate a fold in the material. 

This block is a small one when 
pieced, only 8 inches square, but that 
makes for a prettier quilt than when 
larger sized pieces are used, 

The members traced the patterns 
onto lightweight cardboard and then 
laid these on the goods.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 
30.—(7)}—Crippled by a Tennessee 
river flood which has made 700 per- 


sons homeless, Chattanooga prepared 
tonight for a cold wave which it is 
feared will intensify suffering and 
possibly retard the work of rehabili- 
tation. 

Sub-freezing temperatures preceded 
by rain and probably followed by 
snow were predicted for tomorrow. 
Heavy rains up the river would halt 
the fall in the flood here and could 
send the stream to new and more dam- 
aging heights. Chances for a worse 
flood were minimized, however. 
The river reached a creste of 37.1 
feet last night, 7.1 feet above flood 
stage, It has been falling slowly 
since, as the sluggish flood moved 
into Alabama. 

The TVA was informed that at 
Joe Wheeler dam, in Alabama, the 
water began flowing over the. spill- 
way section today, showing that the 
river level there is greater than 36 
feet. Joe Wheeler is 15 miles up- 
stream from Muscle Shoals. 

At Bridgeport and Guntersville, 
Ala., the river level was more than 
seven feet above flood stage and still 


ng. 

While two children were drowned 
when a boat overturned on the swol- 
ien Hiwassee river near Decatur, 
Tenn., yesterday, no deaths have been 
attributed directly to the Tennessee 
flood. At Chattanooga possible se- 
rious consequences were avoided by 
precautions taken before the slowly 
rising river reached a dangerous 
level. 
An estimated 250 families moved 
from inundated sections. About 150 
of these are quartered in school build- 
a and fed at soup kitchens estab- 
lished in fire \halls.

|Minton Terms Hearst Purse-Proud 


For Publisher’s Criticism of Lobby 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(#)— 
Completion of the senate lobby com- 
mittee’s field investigation was dis- 
closed today, simultaneously with a 
new outburst from the senate floor 
against William Randolph Hearst for 
his criticism of the committee’s con- 
duct. 

Senator Minton, democrat, Indiana, 
a lobby committee member, aroused by 
editorial reference to the committee in 
Hearst’s papers, told the senate that 
“we are a better breed of swine than 
Hearst and the pusillanimous pen- 
pusher, the writer of this editorial.” 

Minton contended that freedom of 
the press meant to Hearst “license to 
traduce and villify public officers as 
swine and traitors to their country.” 

Ending of the field work of the 
committee, it was said, likewise meant 
an end to the much-criticized seizure 
of telegraphic correspondence, among 
it some of Hearst’s wires. 

Present plans, it was disclosed, call 
only for hearings, to be spread over a 
number of weeks, in the course of 
which financial seurces and activities 
of a number of organizations—includ- 
ing the Liberty League, the Sentinels 

and the Republic and the Crusaders— 
will be put upon the record. 

Committee sources contended it was 
ending its examination of telegrams 
because the committee’s work was 
about done, not because of the nv- 
merous protests. Committee members 
have argued throughout the contre- 
versy that their activities were amply 
sustained by law and senatorial prece- 
dent. 

The Hearst papers editorial warn- 
ing that administration leaders were 
leading a svbservient congress into a 
dictatorship, brought from Minten an 
assertion that: 

“The dictatorship we have to fear 
in this covutry is that of a purse- 
proud, insolent, arrogant, bulldo _ 
newspaper publisher like Wi 
Randolph Hearst.” 

During the day, Minton made pub- 
lic an indignant letter to Dudley Field 
Malone challenging his right to “lee- 
ture” him on his duties as a sena- 
tor. Malone had wired the committee 
protesting “blanket seizure of confi- 
dential telegrams of citizens not even 
remotely connected with the inquiry.” 
Minton replied that * ‘when we reach 
the point in this country where there 
is nobody left but you and William 
Randolph Hearst to defend our liber- 
ties, we had better give the countrv 
back to the Indians.’ 

At the same time, the committee’s 
counsel, Crampton Harris, prepared to 
present oral arguments in the suit 
brought by Hearst, seeking a sweep- 
ing injunction to bar the committee 
from use of or further access to tele- 
grams sent by himself or his employes. 

It was estimated that the commit- 
tee’s investigators examined some 
5,000,000 telegrams, taken by sub- 
poena from the files of the Western 
Union and Postal Telegraph compa- 
nies. Critics have contended this con- 
stituted unreasonable search and 
seizure in violation of the fourth 
amendment.

SOVIET-JAP CRISIS 
MORE COMPLICATED 


3 Japanese Military Agents 
Reported Seized by Mon- 


gol Troops. 


(Copyright, 1986, by United Press.) 

TOKYO, Tuesday, March 31.— 
(UP)—The tense situation between 
Japan and soviet Russia in the “no 
man’s land” between western Man- 
chukuo and Outer Mongolia, was fur- 
ther complicated today by the report- 
ed seizure of three Japanese military 
agents by Mongol-soviet troops. 

The agents, a Manchu and two 
Koreans, were sent into the disputed 
territory at a point north of Lake 
Hanka to confer with the soviet of- 
ficers commanding Mongol forces in 
the region. They had not returned 
today and it was believed they were 
held by the Russo-Mongol troops who 
hoped to gain information from them 
about the strength of Manchu-Japa- 
nese forces. 

Meantime, the acute border dis- 
eat, in which Japan is supporting 
fanchukuo and Russia Outer Mongo- 
lia, was developing into a major con- 
troversy. 

Headquarters of the Japanese 
Kwantung army in Msinking, cap- 
ital of Manchukuo, announced that 
two soviet-Mongol airplanes had 
dropped leaflets announcing they were 
“closing the border’ in the region of 
Lake Boinor. Later the planed bomb 
ed a Manchu-Japanese outpost, kill- 
ing one soldier and wounding four. 

In Tokyo the spokesman for the 
foreign office announced that the Jap- 
anese army in Manchuria was 4at- 
tempting to settle each border inci- 
rb “on the spot” in local negotia- 

tions between military representa- 
tives. The Russians, however, so 
far had rejected this procedure, assert- 
ing that each incident must be re 
ferred to Moscow. as:

Ministers Are Split Over 
Locarno Plan for General 
. Staff Talks. 


LONDON, March 31.—(Tuesday) 
(/)—A serious split in the British 
cabinet over the advisability of hold- 
ing military conversations with France 
and Belgium was described in some 
London newepapers today. 

Authoritative sources said the cabi- 
net had decided tentatively to begin 
the talks next week, but the Mail as- 
serted there was danger of a “cabi- 
net crisis” over the issue and both 
the Mail and Herald mentioned cer- 
tain members of the cabinet as view- 
ing the proposed negotiations with 
misgivings. 

These ministers, the newspapers 
said, are Sir John Simon, home sec- 
retary and foreign secretary; Ernest 
Brown, minister of labor; Sir God- 
frey Collins, secretary of state for 
Scotland, and Viscount Halsham, lord 
chancellor. 

In authoritative quarters it was 
stated that both the French and Bel- 
gians are to be consulted immediately 
by diplomatic representatives as to 
the date when the preliminary dis- 
cussions, agreeded upon in the Lo- 
carno proposals in event of German 
refusal of the peace plan, are to start. 

The location of the conference may 
be Brussels, informed sources indi- 
cated, after the cabinet had decided 
and Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
had assured the house of commons 
the British general staff would not 
be allowed to involve the government 
in commitments. 

Cabinet’s Appreyal. 

Any arrangements formulated by 
the military staff must be approved 
by the cabinet, the British prime min- 
ister emphasized.

BERLIN, March 30.—(?)—Nobody 
but Adolf Hitler himself knew to- 
night what his detailed reply to 
Great Britain in the rno crisis 
tomorrow would be—a reply he prom- 
ised would have “positive” proposals 
for peace. 

Political sources intimated the Hit- 
ler proposals would “astound the 
world,” but whether he would aid 
Great Britain’s effoyts for a peaceful 
solution of the European tangle by a 
concilatory gesture only Der Fuehrer’ 
himself knew. 

Backing Hitler was an overwhelm- 
ing indorsement by his people. An 
official announcement of the result 


C.|/of yesterday’s reichstag election—in 


reality a plebiscite upon approval of 
Der Fuehrer’s foreign policy—said he 
won 99 per cent of the votes. 

Of the 44,954,937 ballots, 44,411,- 
911 were for Hitler, while 543,026 
were either “no” or invalid. 

When Hitler rejected the four- 
power Locarno proposals for settle- 
ment of the Rhineland question last 
week, he promised Great Britain he 
would submit “positive” proposals to- 
morrow. 

Although there was no intimation 
of the nature of the counter-pro- 
pesals Der Feuhrer will make, many 
observers believed he. might be more 
unyielding than ever because of the 
solidness of the vote for him yester- 


ay. 
Apparently not even Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, Hitler’s special ambassa- 
dor who represented him in London 
talks, knew what Hitler would say. 

During the morning it seemed cer- 
tin von Ribbentrop would fly to Lon- 
on tomorrow. But late in the day 
a high official of the ministry of prop- 
aganda stated von Ribbentrop weld 
not go and that Der Fuehrer’s pro- 
posals would be handled “through the 
usual diplomatic channel.” 


SNIPER IS DANGEROUS, 
GUNNING, ELLIS SAYS 


Ace Sleuths Continue Search 
for Killer; Hunt Cuts 
Crime. 


While ace informers and detectives 
last night continued to comb every 
alley and byway on the west side in 
quest of the elusive “Peters street 
sniper,” the negro, Robert “Preacher” 
Bloodworth, who has killed one man 
and reportedly promised to “get sev- 
eral others,” was characterized as “an 
exceedingly dangerous and cunning 
criminal’ by Police Captain G. Neal 
Ellis, commanding the night watch. 
“We are leaving no method unutried 
in our attempt to capture  Blood- 
worth,” the captain said, “and thus 
far our progress has likely been re- 
tarded by newspaper publicity and the 
resultant fear of the sought negro that 
he will be shot on sight. On the 
contrary, however, we are anxious to 
take him alive so to be better able te 
get to the bottom of circumstances 
that apparently started him on a mad 
rampage of vengeance.” 

“Since the killing of his first victim 
many attacks on west side residents 
have, doubtless, been unjustly charged 
to ‘Preacher’ and we’re keeping all 
thie in mind,” declared Captain Ellis. 
“Too, he may have had some justifi- 
cation for the slaying of Leddus Ar- 
nold, but we certainly can’t probe the 
case intelligently without hearing the 
slayer’s side of the story. It’s be 
ginning to look as though we're not 
going to hear it, however,” he added 
thoughtfully. 

Captain Ellis said he had been in- 
formed that “the sniper” is no longer 
frequenting his own haunts and may 
have moved into an entirely new sec- 
tion of the city. At the same time 
he pointed out that “those at whom 
the finger of death has supposedly been 
pointed are exclusively west siders.” 

A paradoxical conclusion that forays 
of the “sniper” have materially de- 
creased crime such as breaking and 
entering by instilling “fear in the 
usual number of idlers and loiterers,” 
was expressed by Captain George But- 
ler, of the early morning detail. “In 
many. ways the ‘sniper’ is doing us 
a favor,” he said.

HIT WESTERN SECTOR 


Snow Follows Clouds of Silt; 
13 Below Zero Recorded 
in Helena, Mont. 


DENVER, Col., March 30.—(7)— 


Frigid winds sweeping from sub-zero 
areas in Montana and Wyoming hurl- 


ed storm clouds of dust over portions 


of three states today and carried an 
unseasonal cold wave over the west. 

Snow followed the choking clouds 
of silt through the trough of the Rocky 
Mountains. 

Southern Colorado, southwestern 
Kansas, New Mexico and the Texas 
panhandle felt the effects’. of the 
duster. 

New Mexico, on the open south end 
of the mountain funnel, received full 
force of the dust blast. i 

Today’s dust bowl extended \from 
Trinidad, in southern Colorado, 
through northern and eastern New 
Mexico. At Tucumcari and Clovis 
complete darkness prevailed for a time. 
Other towns reported visibility of from 
one-half to three miles. 

The wind swung eastward into 
western Kansas but residents there 
Said the dust was not severe. 

Sheridan, Wyo., was the coldest spot 
on the United States weather map, 
18 below zero. The records showed 
it wae the coldest March 30 weather 
since the Sheridan bureau was estab- 
lished. 

Thirteen below zero set a new cold 
record at Helena, Mont., for March 
30, also. 

Highways were ice-coated, for sev- 
eral hours in northern Colorado but 
a thaw this atfernoon improved travel 
conditions. 

The Denver weather bureau predict- 
ed weathe® of near zero for northern 
Colorado tonight. 

The far northwest also shivered un- 
der one of winter’s last flings, Wash- 
ington estate experiencing the cold- 
est March 30 on record at Spokane, 
21 above. A large area there was 
blanketed by a light snow. 

Nebraska, Colorado, the Dakotas, 
Wyoming and Montana had snow. The 
frigid wave spread south and east 
with severe freezing predicted for to- 
night in Kansas and Misosuri. Live- 
stock warnings were issued in Okla- 
homa. 

Parts of the blow lands were given 
relief in the afternoon as winds which 
blew as high as 50 miles an hour 
dropped to 25 miles at Las Vegas, 
New Mexico.
